The amendment filed on 2/22/05 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and 
presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The 
remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because 

The newly introduced claims 85-158 (it is noted that claims 132-168 are misnumbered as 
presented) are drawn to different inventions as identified below: 

I. Claims 85-153 drawn to a communication system having compression and expansion 
limitations, classified in class 704, subclass 500 - (see note below). 

II. Claims 151-153, drawn to a wireless telecommunication communication system 
combined with diverse art devices, classified in class 455, subclass 3.06. 

III. Claims 154-158, drawn to an electronic shopping system, classified in class 705, 
subclass 26. 

Inventions III and I, II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be separately 
usable. In the instant case, invention III has separate utility such as a home shopping system for user 
who are confined to their homes, whereas the systems in either Group I is drawn to a 
compression/decompression of digital audio information, and that of Group II is drawn to wireless 
reception of am/fm signals. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a separate 
status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
is proper. 
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NOTE: It is noted that applicant's newly introduced claim 85 is a composite of limitations found in 
originally filed claim 11, which as identified in the restriction requirement of 4/13/00 as Group V.
